w here the detonation took place 
probably would have been killed 
by flying or falling debris, he said. 
Like A Tornado 
F'arther out from g rou nd zero, 
the prim ary injuries would have 
been ru p tu red ear drum s, he said, 
caused by the terrific force of the 
explosion which creates a virtual 
vacuum in the air. 
Evidence was everyw here that 
survival was possible outside that 
one mile ring for fam ilies living 
in the right kind of house with the 
right kind of shelters to duck into 
at the first alert of an enem y a t­

At the Bandung conference. Red 
China's 
tough-talking 
Premier 
Chou En-Lai had two conferences 
with the two rival leaders of what

talk with idealistic Premier Nehru 
was a flop.

“ We want to give the people 
an 
opportunity to say if they want 
a 
change or not.” 
The bar association plan is be­ 
fore the Legislature in Springfield. 
If okayed by the Legislature, its 
features would be placed on 
the 
ballot 
in 1956 and 
again in 1958 
for voter approval. 
The plan would consolidate 
all 
courts, eliminate elected justices 
of the peace and police magis­ 
trates, 
and provide 
that judges 
run “on their records” instead of 
in partisan elections.

CARBONDALE, III. — With tre­ 
mendous open water areas such as 
Crab Orchard Lake, the inability 
to swim of m any southern Illinois 
residents 
poses 
a life or death 
problem. 
So 
said 
Dr. 
Edward J. Shea, 
sw im m ing coach and chairm an of 
the m e n ’s physical education de­ 
partm ent at Southern Illinois uni- 
versity who found in a recent sur­ 
vey th at SO percent of the fresh­ 
men 
m ale 
.students 
enrolling at 
Southern could not swim 25 yards. 
This percentage ranks near the 
top in com parison to .similar tests 
given at other colleges and univer­ 
sities, 
and also reflects the sw im ­ 
ming abilities of the adult popula­ 
tion of the a rea. 
Of the non-swim ­ 
m ers, 94 percent said their moth­ 
ers could not swim at all, and their 
lathers only a little. 
The 
cultivation 
of 
sw im m ing 
skills is a long and continuing pro­ 
cess, Shea said. 
Parents who are 
skilled sw im m ers will likely insist 
that their children learn to sw im . 
With 
a com prehensive 
teaching 
program , the num ber of non-swim ­ 
m ers can bo vastly reduced. 
in spite of the large open w ater 
areas, 
there 
is a lack of enough 
safe, 
regulated 
bathing areap in 
this area. 
Shea 
reported. 
E ven 
more crying is the need for com ­ 
munity-wide.

With the national drowning toll 
averaging 7200 a year, the prob­ 
lem cannot he ignored.

that children will lose their lives

Methodist Church Founded in Mfh 
Century By John, Charles Wesley 


First Annual 
Conference Was 
Held in 1744 


The Methodist Church had its 
beginning in the early part of the 
18th Century under the leadership 
of John Wesley and his brother, 
Charles. 
John was the preacher 
and organizer—Charles the singer 
:and hymn writer. 
Under the lead­ 
ership of these brothers a revival 
of religion swept 
over England 
among the common people. 
The organization of The Meth­ 
odist Church was the natural out­ 
growth of this movement. One his­ 
torian states that this religious re­ 
vival saved England from a bloody 
revolution that would have been 
worse than the French Revolution 
The first Annual Conference of 
The Methodist Church was held on 
June 25, 1744 
in the 
Foundry 
Church, London. 
The first few 
of these conferences were devoted 
primarily to the formation of gov­ 
ernment an-d polity. 
In 
1760 the 
first 
Methodist 
preachers came to America 
Oth­ 
ers soon followed, and within a few 
years many 
Methodist 
Societies 
were formed. 
The Methodist Epis 
copal Church in America was of-] 
finally organized in the historic! 
Christmas Conference held in Love 


Iv Lane Chapel, Baltimore in 1784. 
Thomas Coke and Francis Asbury 
were elected the first bishops of 
the church. 
At that time there 
were only 83 preachers and less 
than 15,000 members in this new 
church. 
Following this 
conference ihe* 
Methodist Circuit Rider began his 
epoch-making career as evangelist, 
pastor, organize’-, and builder. Of­ 
ten he was also the schoolmaster 
and founder of schools and col­ 
leges. 
The church grew rapidly. 
By 1816 there were 200,000 mem­ 
bers and more than 700 ordained 
preachers. 
Such a multiplication 
of disciples has seldom been known 
in the history of Christianity, since 
the marvelous expansion in the first 
centuries of the Christian era. 
From time to tim e differences 
arose which resulted in divisions. 
In 1816 the African Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church was 
formed. 
The 
Methodist Protestant Church was 
organized in 1830. 
In 1845, when 
the nation was divided over the 
question of slavery the churches 
of th ’* southern states formed the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. South. 
In the historic Uniting Conference, 
held in Kansas City in 1939. the 
three largest branches of Method­ 
ism, 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. South, and the Methodist 
Protestant 
Church 
united 
under 


the name of The Methodist Church, 
| to become the largest single P ro ­ 
testant denomination in America. 
Today the Methodist Church has 
lost much of its frontier quality 
and has gained, with the country, 
a more settled nature. 
It has over 
11,000,000 members in 40,000 plat­ 
es of worship, served by 22,500 
pastors, 575 district superintend­ 
ents and 37 active bishops. 


While 
it has attended rigidly 
enough to the General Rules to ere 
ate a rather disciplined m em ber­ 
ship and ministry, the church has 
been, on the whole, rather tolerant 
in doctrine, with the result that 
it has become an inclusive fellow­ 
ship of seekers rather than an ex­ 
clusive society of saints. 


Methodist polity resembles the 
national government: it has ju d i­ 
cial, 
executive 
and 
legislative 
branches at the national, regional, 
subregional and local levels. 
The 
bishops and district superintend­ 
ents are the executives; the Con­ 
ferences are the legislatures, with 
subsidiary administrative boards; 
and the Conferences constituted as 
courts but headed by a Judicial 
Council make up 
the 
judiciary 
branch. 
In most matters and at 
most levels, there is an approxi­ 
mately equal lay and ministerial 
representation. 
The 
Methodist 
Church 
today 
supports a missionary enterprise 
in 41 nations. 136 institutions of 
higher learning valued at a third 
of a billion dollars, the nation's 
largest religious publishing busi­ 
ness, and nearly 200 hospitals and 
homes.

The McthovTiM women have had 
their own organizations since the 
early days of Methodism in Har­ 
risburg. ' When the church first 
moved to its present location on 
Poplar Street, these included the 
Women’s Foreign Missionary So­ 
ciety. the Women’s Home Mission­ 
ary Society, the Ladies’ Aid, and 
the Guild. 
The last two named were ones 
in which the women worked to 
make money. Without doubt, they 
used some of their first earnings 
to make a payment on Wesley- 
Center. the property at the corner 
of Webster and Poplar Streets. 
Very early, also, 
some 
of the 
money was sot aside to be placed 
in a building fund, because the 
women dreamed of some day wor­ 
shipping in a new church. 
At 
long last they are seeing their 
dreams fulfilled.

sionary material.

C. R. Hine Was 
Teacher of 
Group Many Years 


A Men’s Bible Class has been 
active rn the Methodist church for 
more than half a century. 
It was 
organized in 1904. first meeting 
in tho southwest corner of the 
then new church which was known 
as the Ladle-.’ Parlor. 
Whin an organ was installed 
about 1911 
it caused the men to 
moye their cia 
meeting place to 
the main auditorium 
st Ut later. 
they held session rn the gallery 
over the I pworth League room 
The famed Burk Hobbs revival, 
held in the barge interdenomina­ 
tional tabernacle on South Vine 
Street, 
a proximately- 
where 
the 
Register 
Publishing 
building 
is 
now locater, was held around 1914 
and drew great crowds. 
Many in 
the 
community 
were 
converted 
and jt»uied the churches of their 
choice 
As an outgrowth of these meet­ 
ings and from the enthusiasm gen­ 
erated with the increased mem­ 
bership of the Methodist Mens 
Class, a tabernacle was also built 
to the north of the church build­ 
ing. 
Construction of such a place for 
the men to meet was suggested 
by a Mr. DeM oss, then a member 
of the class 
And. after the com- 
pletition at the 
wooden 
frame 
structure, it was named the De* 
Moss 
Tabernacle. 
The 
building 
was approximately 30x50, with the 
platform at the east end. The only 
doorway into the 
building was 
located at the southwest corner. 
The 
tabernacle 
had 
a 
sawdust 
floor 
The Men s class moved its meet­ 
ing place into the building late in 
1914. and during the decade which 
followed, the group enjoyed its 
greatest membership and activity. 
Ender the leadership of C. R. Hine. 
teacher, the 
class 
accomplished 
many things. 
It is recalled that the group made 
visits to other 
churches 
of the 
county and put on special pro­ 
grams. 
The mea organized an or­ 
chestra, under the direction of a 
Mr McClure 
The group was com­ 
posed entirely of men. save for the 
organist, Mary Richardson, and her 
substitute. Ina Jenkins (Melven). 
A picture of the Mens group 
was taken on March 21, 1915, by 
J. T Clarke, and a framed pic­ 
ture of this assembled body, num­ 
bering 253, is now in the possess­ 
ion of Otis Youngs and on display 
at Ebb’s shoe store. Mr. Clarke 
used a “sweep” camera in taking 
the picture which enabled him to 
get into the picture twice—-once at 
each side of the group. 
The pic­ 
ture was given to Mr Youngs re­ 
cently by Charlie Dewey. 
In 1925, the Howard S. Williams 
revival was held on 
the church 
grounds in a large tent and the 
mens group had 
another large 
group pcture made at that time.

Harrisburg Church 
Host to Its Last 
Conference in 1940 


Harrisburg Methodists were last 
hosts to the Southern Illinois con­ 
ference in September 1940. The 
late Rev. Roy N. Kean was then 
pastor of the local church. 
This conference commenced on 
Tuesday. Sept. 24 and concluded 
on the following Sunday. Sept. 29, 
Bishop Ernest Lynn Waldorf was 
the conference president. 
It was 
the 89th session of the ME church­ 
es or the second session of South­ 
ern Illinois conicrcncc of the Meth­ 
odist church. 
Numerous persons who are now 
active in the church remember this 
conference and several individuals 
and organizations of the church 
were extremely active in the prep­ 
arations for and conduct of the 
conference that year. 
The Daily Register of Monday, 
Sept. 23, carried a full page rela­ 
tive to the conference and its work­ 
ers. 


Bishop Broshares, 
Elected in 1944, 
Is World Traveler 


Charles Wesley Brashares was 
elected a bishop of the Methodist 
church in 1944, after serving a 
number of distinguished pastor­ 
ates in Massachusetts, Maine, Ohio, 
and Michigan. 
He was pastor OI 
Grace Church, Dayton, Ohio, from 
J922 to 1934 
In the latter year he was ap­ 
pointed minister of First Methodist 
Church, Ann Arbor, Mich., and 
director of the Wesley Foundation 
at 
the 
University of Michigan. 
There, for IO years, as he puts the 
matter, he “ preached the ancient 
gospel in modern times to thous­ 
ands of students from all over the 
earth." 
The bishop is a graduate of 
Ohio Wesleyan prover ity, 
Dela­ 
ware. Ohio, and of the Boston Uni­ 
versity School of Theology 
He 
did graduate work at Harvard and 
Boston universities. He holds hon­ 
orary degrees from six universi­ 
ties and Ctfllege.s 
Dr. Brashares has been a world 
traveler, having once taken a trip 
around the world by airplane. He 
has lectured on his experiences 
abroad both as a minister and. 
upon later occasions, w'hen he was 
sent as a bishop to study the work 
of the Methodist church in other 
lands. 
After his election as bishop he 
was assigned to Abo Des Moines, 
iowa. area where he served from 
1944 to 1952, the year of his as­ 
signment to the Chicago area 
During 1954-55. B i s h o p Bra 
-hares is president of the Council 
of Bishops of the Methodist church. 
He is a member of various nation 
a1 Methodist boards, a delegate to 
the second assembly of the World 
Council of Churches, and chairman 
of 
the 
Methodist 
Co-ordinating 
Council. 
This latter organization 
is empowered to study the harm­ 
onizing of the work of boards and 
other agencies in the denomin­ 
ation and to present to the Metho­ 
dist General Conference in 1956 a 
new quadrennial program for the 
work of the church. 
His position and personal ca- 
parity have caused Bishop Bra­ 
shares to be a member of the 
boards of trustees or directors of 
IO .Methodist institutions in Illi­ 
nois, Mississippi, and Tennessee. 
Bishop Brashares is a member 
of Phi Beta Kappa, of Delta Sigma 
Rho. of the Masonic lodge, and of 
the Kiwanis club
